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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's arguments do not overcome the 
rejections because the cited prior art fully discloses the claimed invention. Samuels clearly teaches the remaining ink amount is 
determined for the printer to complete the print operations based on the print data ( col. 4, lines 6-7 and 12-14: the remaining ink amoun 
from information of the global pixel count is determined by the comparator, this procedure is processed with the entire of the print data o 
the print job "col. 3, lines 40-42" at the global pixel count entity 33, the print job is not yet transferred to a printer for print operating); and 
a user is notified before the printer starts performing the print operations based on the print data (col. 4, lines 5-11: a signal generated 
which provides for notification of the user with a message displayed to the user based on the current print data of the print job "col. 1, 
lines 48-50" to tell the user how much toner or ink will be required and if the toner is soon expected to be empty, then the user decide to 
replace and/or the user decides to cancel before the printer starts printing "col. 4, lines 25-28 and col. 1, lines 58-60"). And 
Garr teaches determining how much ink is short when it is determined that the remaining ink amount is not sufficient, and notifying the 
user of how much ink is short; and displaying a preview image based on the preview data, based on the image data, and predicting the 
required ink amount based on the preview data (see fig. 7, col. 18, lines 15-37). 
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
